AFD responds 
to Springfield

SPRINGFIELD — Members 
of Agawam Fire Department re- 
sponded to downtown Spring- 
field Friday, Nov. 23, following a 
natural gas explosion that rocked 
the city, leveling a building in the 
entertainment district, and injur- 
ing nearly 20 people. None of the 
injuries were reported to be life- 
threatening. 

According to reports, the explo- 
sion happened at 453 Worthington 
St., Springfield, shortly before 6 
p.m., not long after Springfield fire 
and police personnel had respond- 
ed to the area along with Columbia 
Gas of Massachusetts workers for 
a reported gas leak. 

Around 4:30 p.m., officials were 
reportedly conducting an investiga- 
tion in the area after receiving calls 
about the smell of gas. The area 
had been evacuated for that inves- 
tigation and it was still evacuated 
at the time the explosion occurred,

Calvi said two of the department’s 
ambulances were dispatched to 
the area within five minutes of the 
explosion, as part of the Hampden 
County mutual aid agreement. 

“Due to the scale of the incident 
and the fact that numerous people 
were down, we sent two ambu- 
lances over with four paramed- 
cs,’ Calvi said, adding that they 
stood by at the scene for about 2.5 
hours. 

During that timeframe, the de- 
partment still had one ambulance 
in service to cover the town of 
Agawam, he said. 

“We still had paramedics on 
duty. There was no shortage of 
personnel to respond to calls in the 
city,’ said Calvi. 

The department received only 
one medical call during that time, 
he said. 

Calvi declined to identify the 
paramedics who responded to 
Springfield, but said the depart- 
ment’s “D Group” was working 
that day.

Relay For Life heads 
toward January kickoff

AGAWAM — A small group of local resi- 
dents is hoping to make a big difference in 
the fight against a fierce opponent: cancer. 

Since October, about a dozen people have 
been hard at work planning the second an- 
nual American Cancer Society’s (ACS) Re- 
lay For Life of Agawam. 

The 2013 Relay For Life of Agawam will 
be held Friday, May 17 and Saturday, May 
18, at the Agawam High School track and 
sports field. The goal is to raise $60,000 
— nearly double the amount raised last May 
at the first Relay event. 

During the Relay, teams of eight to 15 
people will walk around the track — which 
will be illuminated at nightfall with hun- 
dreds of glowing white bags dedicated to 
those affected by cancer. The Relay will be- 
gin at 5 p.m. on Friday and conclude at 8 
a.m. on Saturday. 

Changing the Relay from a Saturday-to- 
Sunday-event to a Friday-to-Saturday-event 
was made because of feedback from partici- 
pants at the 2012 Relay. 

“It was such an exhausting event that 
many people who had to work on that Mon- 
day found themselves still tired,’ said Janine 
Iacolo, who is once again serving as the Re- 
lay’s community co-chair. “Moving it to a 
Friday start will give participants and teams 
more time to rest up from the event.” 

Although teams raise most of the money at 
numerous fundraising events held before the 
Relay, there is still a considerable amount of 
fundraising that occurs during the 15-hour,

MassDOT opens express lane 
to transportation information 


REGION — The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation announced a new 
telephone number to provide customers 
easy, direct access to statewide transporta- 
tion information as part of its internal One- 
Voice transition. 

“We are speaking with one voice through- 
out MassDOT,’ said MassDOT Secretary 
and CEO Richard A. Davey. “It’s a voice that 
is focused on the customer. Maybe you don’t 
know your highway district, nearest airport, 
bus route or what time the local RMV opens 
on Thursdays. Today, we are telling our cus- 
tomers all that information is just one call 
away, 857-DOT-INFO.” 

In 2009, Transportation Reform integrated 
stand-alone agencies including the Turnpike 
Authority and MassHighway. Today, Mass- 
DOT is comprised of four divisions: the 
Highway Division, Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles Division, Rail and Transit Division and 
the Aeronautics Division. 

Reform has allowed MassDOT to consoli- 
date functions and see cost savings. One of 


the few outliers still to be consolidated was 
the phone system. The OneVoice telephone 
transition will result in phone bill and main- 
tenance savings of approximately $422,000 
each year. 

Registry of Motor Vehicles customers may 
be familiar with 857-DOT, as the call center 
transitioned to 857-DOT-8000 earlier this 
year. For MBTA customers, this new line 
complements the existing customer service 
line, 617-222-3200, which remains active. 

MassDOT is maximizing existing re- 
sources to acquaint the public with 857- 
DOT-INFO. Customers will notice ads on 
the MBTA system and on the Highway Di- 
vision’s digital billboard PSA program and 
inside our RMV offices. 

A total of 1450 employees have transi- 
tioned to the new area code and exchange 
including those working at the State Trans- 
portation Building, the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles Headquarters in Quincy and its 
Boston branch, as well as MassDOT High- 
way District 6.

Sewer issue tabled until Dec. 3 

The Agawam City Council voted unan- 
imously to table a discussion of Phase II 
of the Southwest Area Sewer Project at its 
meeting Monday, Nov. 19. The issue will 
again appear on the city council agenda 
on Monday, Dec. 3. 

On that date, residents will have the 
opportunity to address the council on the 
matter. 

The resolution on which the council 
will vote was submitted by Mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen, “so that the entire council 
and this administration can have this dia- 
log collaboratively,’ he wrote in a Oct. 23 
letter to Councilor Robert Rossi, chair of 
the council’s administrative subcommit- 
tee. 

The resolution asks the council to au- 
thorize a $10.5 million loan order for the 
construction of Phase II of the sewer proj- 
ect. 

Two residents appeared before the 
council during the “Citizen Speak” por- 
tion of the agenda on Nov. 19. Both John 
Cappuccilli and Douglas Reed spoke in 
favor of the resolution. 

“I urge the council’s consideration to 
pass this very important measure,” said 
Cappuccilli, a resident of Red Fox Drive. 

Likewise, Shelley Lane resident Doug- 
las Reed called the second phase “critical” 
and urged town officials to put their effort 
and money into the town’s infrastructure. 

“Its just a win-win,” said Reed. 

Councilor Cecilia Calabrese suggested 
tabling the motion to “hammer out” a few 
questions on the issue. 

“I don’t want to move too quickly on a 
bond issue of this size,” she said. 

Anyone interested in speaking on the 
matter is urged to attend the Dec. 3 city 


council meeting at 7 p.m. at Roberta G. 
Doering School on Main Street. 


Council accepts PD grant 

The Agawam Police Department has 
received a $70,999 grant from the Execu- 
tive Office of Public Safety and Security 
and will use the funds to supplement the 
purchase of new vehicles and radio equip- 
ment and to remodel the records depart- 
ment and its storage areas. 

A city council resolution to accept the 
grant, was referred to the finance subcom- 
mittee, which recommended full council 
support, at its Nov. 19 meeting. 

The 911 Department Support and In- 
centive Grant — obtained thanks to the 
efforts of Sgt. James F. Donovan — will 
apply to fiscal year 2013. 

The council vote was unanimous. 

A second police department grant — in 
the amount of $44,879 — will likely be 
voted on at the council’s Dec. 3 meeting. 

The 911 Department Training Grant 
and EMD (emergency medical dispatch) 
Grant will allow the department to offset 
expenses associated with training, certifi- 
cation and recertification of dispatchers. 

Donovan requested $16,699 for 911 
Department Training Grant funds and 
$28,180 for 911 Department EMD Grant 
funds. 

The police department sought the EMD 
grant in order to meet the minimum train- 
ing requirements for certification for 
newly-hired and trained enhanced 911 
dispatchers. 

“We currently utilize in-house certi- 
fied emergency medical dispatchers and 
request the extra funding to maintain cer- 
tification and recertification in accordance 
with the requirements of EMD regula- 
tions,’ police wrote in the department’s 
grant budget narrative.

Last chance for sewers 
for southwest section 


To the editor: 


After 10 years of hard work, the Phase II 
sewer project is about to get launched. Spon- 
sored by Mayor Richard Cohen, a longtime 
advocate of this project, I wish to thank him 
for his support. 

Phase I has already been completed and 
Phase II is now to begin. It will include new 
sewer lines at the southern end of South 
Westfield Street (from the former police 
academy building to Barry Street), on Pine 
Street, Spruce Circle, Oakmont Place and 
Barry Street. Sewer lines will also be in- 
stalled on In the Bradford development (on 
Bradford and Meyers Drives and Tannery 
Road. Also included will be two pumping 
stations on Pine and Barry Street. 


As stated by Bob Rossi (chairman), “It's 
crucial to get the second phase done be- 
cause without Phase II, nothing else can 
take place.” Simply stated, we are done, no 
sewers for the residents of the southwest 
section of Feeding Hills, Agawam without 
Phase II. 

Phase I was a financial success - bonding 
$3 million and only spending $1.7 million; 
the balance going towards phase II. Phase II 
bonding request is $10.5 million. Included 
in this figure is $1 million for Pine Street 
drainage project, which was piggybacked 
on to Phase II. I believe the $10.5 million 
is an inflated figure to mislead the residents. 
If we apply the same math as Phase I, we 
should come in no higher than $6 million. 

I ask you for your support on passing 
TOR-2012-47, “A resolution authorizing 
the amount of $10,469,500.00 for the con- 
struction of Phase II of the Southwest Area 
Sewer Project” (Referred to the finance 
committee)(Mayor). 


Any unused funds will go toward the 
other phases. We together can get this done 
by attending the council meeting scheduled 
for Monday, Dec. 3 at 7 p.m. at the Roberta 
G. Doering School, 68 Main St. Sign up 
for citizen's speak no later than 6:30 p.m.

Betterment fee can be spread over 20 
years. 

Compare to anew Septic system - $15,000- 
plus payment at once. Under Title 5, a new 
system is only valid for two years.

Exceeding expectations 

The inaugural Relay — which exceeded its 
fundraising goal by $6,000 — raised $36,000 
and was the second highest in funds raised at 
ACS Relays throughout New England. 

“It was a phenomenal amount for a first- 
year Relay,’ said Iacolo, who has been 
meeting monthly with the Relay’s planning 
committee at the Agawam 
Senior Center. 

Iacolo said the commit- 
tee’s challenge is to build on 
the success of the first Re- 
lay. More than 300 people 
and 40 teams participated 
in that event. She said she 
wants to double that num- 
ber for 2013. 

“I don’t want to down- 
play the importance of rais- 
ing money, because that’s 
important, but for me it’s 
all about raising awareness 
about cancer and building 
support in the community,’ said Iacolo, who 
dedicated the first Relay in memory of her 
brother. He died from a brain tumor about 
five years ago. 

“Raising money is important, but it’s not 
the main reason we hold the Relay,” she add- 
ed. “It’s really about showing our support for 
those diagnosed with cancer. The Relay lets 
them know they’re not alone in their battle 
with what can often be a relentless disease.” 

Helen van Riel, the ACS staff member 
who is assisting the committee with the Re- 
lay, said the event is also a celebration of life. 
“We Relay to celebrate cancer survivors and 
to remember the lives of those who haven’t 
survived their fight against cancer.”

objectives cited by Iacolo and van Riel are 
why she wanted to serve as the student co- 
chair of the 2013 Relay.

“Right now, we’re hoping big and dream- 
ing big for our May Relay. We want to re- 
mind the community about the reasons be- 
hind the Relay as well as draw more people 
from Agawam and surrounding communities 
to support the Relay,’ said Iacolo. 

“Were looking forward to igniting the 
imagination of the community with some 
exciting — and emotional — activities leading 
up to the Relay,” she added. 

Among the community activities to raise 
money for the first Relay was a classic car 
show, a meatball supper, and a “paint Main 
Street purple” contest. Purple is the official 
color of the cancer society’s Relay events. 


Circus theme considered 

Iacolo said the committee has not settled 
on a specific theme for the 2013 Relay. How- 
ever, she added that they are strongly consid- 
ering using some type of circus theme. 

The 2012 Relay used a “happy birthday” 
theme because it was the first full-fledged 
Relay in Agawam. Teams also use the theme 
for ideas when decorating their overnight 
“campsites” at the Relay. 

Regardless of the theme, there’s one thing 
that really matters to Iacolo: “We need to see 
more purple shirts on the track.” 

The next planning committee meeting is 
Wednesday, Dec. 12, at the Agawam Senior 
Center, 954 Main St. (lower level, rear en- 
trance). The meeting begins at 6 p.m.

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AIC students defy gravity 
for American workers

SPRINGFIELD - Students at American International 
College are working on a project they hope will help 
American workers compete globally. The students, phys- 
ical therapy majors, are studying the possibility of using 
exoskeletal assisting arms for workers in the manufactur- 
ing setting. 

The students are working on the project for the toy 
and game maker Hasbro and Equipois, a Los Angeles- 
based company that manufactures patented exoskeletal 
arm technology to reduce injuries, increase productivity, 
and decrease costs in the workplace. 

Physical therapy students Michael Srokowski, of 
Windsor, Conn., Nathan Blake, of Ludlow, and David 
Kreps, of Agawam, recently demonstrated the device in 
the physical therapy lab at AIC. 

“It’s an anti-gravity extoskeletal device that enables 
you to keep your arm upright and use less muscles in 


the trapezius area, thereby reducing risk of injury and 
increasing productivity,’ Sorkowski said. 

AIC physical therapy professor Patrick Carley said the 
students were asked to evaluate the level of muscle activ- 
ity, using electromyography, to assess the difference in 
effort from workers and more importantly, what settings 
would be the best to benefit those working on the line. 

“The major problem that arose was the arm attach- 
ment. It was coming loose and disengaged from the 
workers. It was actually one of the students, Kate Olson 
in the PT program that came up with the solution. It took 
a month for the company to modify according to Kate’s 
suggestions, but the outcome is easy to see ... it was a 
success!” 

Carley said they will be going back into Hasbro to for- 
malize the cost-benefit study to use this new equipment 
at a number of different levels.

BABSON PARK - The National Field Hockey Coaches As- 
sociation (NFHCA) announced its final awards of the season 
recently, and Babson College junior captain and Feeding Hills 
resident Morgan Lockwood made program history when she 
was honored as a member of the Longstreth/NFHCA Divi- 
sion 3 All-America Second Team. 

She is just the fifth player in the 30-year history of Bab- 
son field hockey to earn national honors, joining 1994 Second 
Team selection Jen Archambault, 1999 First Team recipient 
Brooke Dusoe, 2005 First Team honoree Elise Conley, and 
2010 First Team selection Colleen Kelly. 

Already one of the most prolific scorers in program history, 
Lockwood enjoyed a magnificent junior campaign in which 
she scored 25 goals and dished out 14 assists for a career-high
